The Life-Saving Service. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—The following is 
an abstract of the annual report of Mr. 


S. I. Kimball, general superintendent of 
the life-saving service. The establish- 


ment embraced at the close of the last 
fiscal year 218 stations, as follows: One 
bundred and sixty-six on the Atlantic, 
forty-four on the lakes, seven on the 
Pacific and one at the falls of the Ohio, 
Louisville, Ky. The number of disasters 
so documented vessels reported within the 
field of station operations during the year 
was 332. On board these vessels were 
3,827 persons, of whom 6,272 wero saved 
and fifty-five lost. 

The value of the vessels involved {in the 
disaster is $1,786,525, and that of their 
cargoes at $2,288,775, making the total 
value of property $8,075,590, of which $5, - 
788,820 was saved, and $1,186,88) lost. The 
whole number of vessels totally lost was 
Besides the foregoing there 


smaller crafts, 
boats, etc., on which there were 
sons, 271 of whom were saved. 
An unusual number of snowstorms and 
the prevalence of fogs made the opera- 
sions of the service more than commonly 
liflicult and dangerous, but nevertheless 
the station crews succeeded in saving a 
much greater number of lives and a 
larger amount of property than ever be 
fore,in some instances performing feats 
of unparalleled enterprise and daring.

ry, Birmingham, Selma, Huntsville, 
Florence and many others. I travel 
regularly over 300 or 400 miles of the 
State and find echools in every town- 
ship, all over rural districts. The Ne- 
gro is not only improving education- 
ally, Latisalo accumulating prop. 
erty, thereby becoming owners as 
well as tillers of the soil. Some are 
considered wealthy. We also have an 
educated miuistry, lawyers, doctors, a 
drug store and pharmacist in the city 
of Selma. There are fifteen or twen- 
ty newspepers, ably edited, through- 
out the State. All such false states. 
ments about the South lead the peo- 
ple of the North to believe that we 
are Cansibals or ferocious beasts. 
We have simply to say of all such 
statesments that they are “conceived 
in sin and bern in iniquity.” We 
thank ‘Wulter,” your Washing. 
ton correspoudent, for the light he 
gave upon the subjeet and are glad 
that he did not egree with Mr. Hart. 
Mr. Hart says that he does not desire 
to live avy further South than Wash- 
ington. If Mr. Hart is so short-sight- 
ed that he cannot see the progress 
made by his race in so short a period, 
do not need need bim in the South, 
and if he continues to make such 
false statements it will be better for 
the race if he and all his kind were 
in Hallifax.

THE WASHINGTON WAKE. 


REPORT OF THE COMPTROLLER OF 
THE CURRENCY. 
—__—_ 


Some Suggestions Made—Keport of Com- 
missioner of Agriculture—Decision in 
the Omaha Railroad Cases—An Increase 
in the Public Debt~—Other Notes. 
WasHIncton, Dec. 2.—The annual re- 

port of the comptroller of the currency 

shows that the total number of National 
banks organized up tothe 3ist of October 
is 8,805, of which 625 have gone into volun- 
tary liquidation, 110 have failed, leaving in 

operation at that date 3,001. 

The total number of new banks formed 
during the last year is 225; the total number 
closed during the year is thirty-three, of 
which twenty-five went into voluntary 
liquidation and eight failed. The new banks 
comprise five in New England, thirty-three 
in the middle states, fifty in the southern 
states, 107 in the central states, and thirty in 
the western states and territories. Of the 
failed banks one was in New England, two 
in the middle states, four in the southern 
states, and one in the central states. 

Very full statistics have been collected 
about the state banks, savings banks, loan 
and trust companies, and private] banks and 
bankers throughout the country. 

The suggestions made by Comptroller 
Trenholm, as to amendments to the laws 
are in the form of a code revising and con- 
solidating all existing laws, with a number 
of changes, each of which is fully explained 
and the reasons for it are set forth at con- 
siderable length. The most important of 
the changes recommended is that of the 
minimum arnount of bonds to be deposited 
as security for circulation should be 106 per 
cent. of the capital of the banks of not over 
$250,000, and $z5,000 for banks, of which 
the capital exceeds $250,000; also that the 
semi-annual duty on circulation be here- 
after charged only on the amount issued 
upon bends deposited in excess of the miui- 
mum amount as above. 

He alsorecommends that National bank 
notes be counted as a part of the lawful re- 
serve of banks. The existing provisions of 
law as to the responsibility of officers and 
directors of banks are modified so as to 
avoid existing ob3tacles to their prompt and 
certain enforcement. The restriction upon 
bunks as to making loans in excess of 10 
per cent. of capital to any one party is mod- 
ified in respect to loans upon collateral se- 
curity, and the total limit is raised to 20 per 
cent. of capital and surplts. 

The provisions as to reserve upon the de- 
posits are modified so as not to include gov- 
ernment deposits in the amount upon which 
reserve is to be held. The provision as to 
state taxation of National banks is also 
modified. 


Commissioner of Agriculture’s Report. 

Wasntnaton, Dac. 2.—The annnal report 
of the commissioner of agriculture states 
that the year has been one of prosperity and 
progress, and the a@perations of the depart- 
ment succes ful. .Pleuro-pneumonia has 
been restricted to the cattle in smaller areas 
of territory than at any previous time in 
many years, and a continuation for another 
year of the present methods of federal and 
state action should accomplish its exter- 
mination. The seed distribution have ac- 
complished better resulta than heretofore. 
The investigations of food adulterations 
have been extended. 


Lists in the Omaha Cases. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Acting Commis- 
sioner Stockslager of the general land office, 
has sent to the secretary of the interior his 
approval of lands due the St. Paul, Chicago 
& Minneapolis and OmahaRailroad company 
under the recent decision of Secretary 
Lamar in directing the adjustment of the 
grants in what is known as the Omaha 
zases. The lists as sent to the secretary give 
the railroad 202,006 acres more than the de- 
sision of Commissioner Sparks, Sveretary 
Lamar approved the lists. 





Chairmen of the Mouse Committees. 

WasHinGton, Deo. 2% —Of sixty-eight 
chairmen of house committees during the 
last congress, but about twanty are mem- 
bers of the Fiftieth congress which convenes 
on Monday next. Jhe leading committees 
which will require new heads, are the ways 
and means, judiciary, river and harbors, 
commerce, banking and currency, military 
affairs, public lands, Indian affairs, territo- 
ries, Pacifio railroads, educational, District 
of Columbia. 

Burnt Paper Money. 

Wasriinaton, Dac. 2.—Tha treasury de- 
partment has received a large quantity of 
paper money which had been burned almost 
to cinders in arailroad s:aashup and con- 
fiagrations. Althgugh tothe inexpert, the 
paper could scarcely be recognized as frag- 
nients of money. The treasury experts ex- 


: pect to make out the denominations and es- 


timate the value. 


An Unusual Occurrence. 

WASHINGTON, Dac, 2.—The debt state- 
ment issued from the treasury department, 
shows an increase during tha month of No- 
vember in the public debt of $1,490,559. 
The unusual occurrences, an increase in the 
debt, is attributable to the unusual large 
pension payments during November, aggre- 
gating, as they did, $18,237,850, 


Washington Notes. 

Tae reception given by the New York 
State Democratic association to Frederick 
Cook, at Willard’s last night, was a great 
ovation to the recently elected secretary of 
state of the Empire state. 

The caucus committee of the Democratic 
senators held another meeting yesterday to 
consider the question of the organization of 
the senate next Monday. Their report will 
be submitted to the caucus and it is under- 
stood that it will recommend that the party 
insist upon the seating of Messra, Turpie, of 
Indiana, and Faulkner, of West Virginia. 

The Republican senators will likely not 
hold their caucus on the reorganization of 
committees and the contested elections from 
Indiana and West Virginia till Monday 
morning. Mr. Ingalls, president pro tem. 
of the senate, and Mr. Edmunds, chairman 
of the caucus committee, expect a fuil at- 
tendance of the Republican senators and 
senators-elect on Monday. 





Looks Like a Foul Crime. 

Wausau, Wis., Dec. 2.—The coroner's 
jury which has been investigating the 
deaths of Carl Honikel and his five child- 
ren, who were cremated here the other 
morning, returned a verdict stating their 
belief that Mrs. Fritz, an aged German 
neighbor of the Honikels, had started the 
fire in a family feud which had existed be 
tween the Honikels and Mrs. Fritz The 
latter having frequently threatened to burn 
the house of the former. Two days before 
the fire the two women quarreled about 
Mra, Fritz drawing wood through the Honi-
